It is good and by no means unexpected 
news that before long the anomalous condi­ 
tion of American-Mexican relations is going 
to he remedied. For some time it has been 
evident that the administration's policy of 
non-recognition of the 
Obregon 
govern­ 
ment could not be maintained much longer 
without having a marked political effect in 
this country. 
The people were beginning 
to criticise it and as interest in the situation

It is a fairly safe sur­ 
mise that of late pressure upon Secretary 
Hughes has been heavy and that many per­ 
suasive arguments have been laid before 
him In favor of ending somehow or other 
his quarrel with the Obregon regime and 
recognizing the Mexican government. 
So the news that the quarrel is nearing 
its end and that recognition will be extend­ 
ed soon

It is to be 
hoped that when this step is taken a very 
full ‘and explicit review will be made by 
the administration of all that has gone be­ 
fore; including a comprehensive and de­ 
tailed explanation of the reasons which for 
so long a time have prevented this govern­ 
ment from extending formal recognition to 
Mexico.

GOOD FOOD GOING TO WASTE. 
All things 
considered, 
Americans are 
probably correct in their boast that they 
are the most efficient people in the world. 
Yet America abounds with illustrations of 
inefficiency on an immense scale. 
Louis 
Radcliffe, a representative of the United 
States Bureau of Fisheries, testifying be­ 
fore a congressional committee the other 
day, said that the American people, espe­ 
cially those living in the interior, are hun­ 
gry for fish and cannot get them, and that 
i at the same moment on the eastern sea­ 
board millions of fish are being dumped 
for lack of a market. 
The situation appears to have gone from 
bad Co worse, so that at present the interior 
is more “fish hungry*’ than ever while the 
eastern fishing industry to a greater extent 
than in many years is heavily glutted with 
fish that it cannot dispose of. The consum­ 
er practically throughout the country, Mr. 
Radcliffe said, is now paying approximate­ 
ly tho top wartime prices for fish, whereas 
the fishing vessels which bring the fish in 
from "the sea are receiving less for their fish 
than they got before the war. 
Tho great need, according to Mr. Rad­ 
cliffe, is larger selling markets, improved 
\ methods of merchandising, and more effec­ 
tive economies of operation. 
This might 
have been surmised, for it is in just these 
I departments that industries of this general 
type, depending upon products of the soil 
)r of the sea, are 
usually weakest.

j aas been true, for instance, of most branch­ 
es of farming in this country, and the fish­ 
erman is the farmer of the sea. 
In undertaking to correct this weakness,

THE WORLD COURT. 


From the Bache Review. 


It is to the president’s credit that he has 
boldly declared that so good a thing for the 
upbuilding of all the nations as a world 
court would not be abandoned because of 
so small an obstacle as the threat of a split 
in a political party. 
The blind and narrow-minded opposition 
to such a step toward a peaceful settlement 
of the world’s entanglement— a first step 
of a great nation whose wealth and ideals 
make its participation imperative for suc­ 
cess— shows those possessed of such op- * 
posing views to have 
brains 
and 
minds 
hopelessly warped by political bias. 
The country is with the president, and 
will make its opinion so felt that opposition 
will wither and slink away when the time 
comes for decision. 
This stand of the president, which un­ 
doubtedly has w ide popular approval, will, 
we believe, do much to relieve him of the 
nagging opposition from blocs and advo­ 
cates of special 
interests in congress and 
many of the spectacular plans to control 
legislation may now* encounter unexpected 
difficulty. 
One evil that should be suppressed is the 
tendency of members of the administration 
to interfere with business. 
This non-inter­ 
ference was one of the principal things 
promised by the president when he came 
into office. 
Iii his inaugural address, he 
said: 
“I speak

for the omission 
of unnecessary interference of government 
with business, for an end to government 
experiment in business, and tor more effic­ 
ient business in government administra­ 
tion.” 
The litigation started against the Coffee 
and Sugar Exchange, in a stupid attempt 
to arrest the advance in sugar, Is a case in 
point. 
Abortive as such things always are, 
this move has 
proved 
itself 
peculiarly 
blameworthy. 
Since it was inaugurated 
raw sugar has advanced from 6 to 6% 
cents, refined 
wholesale 
from 9 cents to 
10^4 cents, and retail prices have been shot 
up as onerously as the traffic would bear.

portant.

Germany, in her reparations pro­ 
posals submitted today, advances a 
proposition that security as between 
Franco and Germany be attained by 
an agreement, to submit any future 
conflicts to arbitration or other rec­ 
onciliatory processes. 
The German government, says the 
rote, Is prepared, as was its inten­ 
tion, in proposing the conclusion of a 
RJiine pact, to accept any agreement 
calculated to secure peace based on 
reciprocity. 
The German government, it adds, 
is prepared to accept any agreement 
binding on both Germany and France 
to submit all conflicts which cannot 
lie settled in the 
usual 
diplomatic 
way to some kind of peaceful interna­ 
tional 
procedure, 
that

to say, 
judicial conflicts, to arbitration and 
all other conflicts to a reconciliation 
process 
after 
the 
example of the 
Bryan agreements. 
The agreements are the series of 
arbitration 
treaties 
negotiated 
by 
Secretary of Slate Bryan during the 
Wilson 
administration 
with 
Great 
Britain and other foreign govern­ 
ments. 
W ith regard to tho two proposed 
loans of five billion m arks each, the 
note proposes th at in case 
these 
amounts cannot be raised fully by is­ 
sues of bonds at normal rates before 
the dates fixed, an impartial interna­ 
tional 
commission 
shall 
decide 
whether, when and how the amount 
not yet accounted for is to be raised. 
The same commission would

SHOWS INCREASE 


KANSAS CITY, April 30.—A con- 
tinuation during the spring season of 
the upward movement of trade and 
industry in the tenth federal reserve 
district is noted in the monthly re­ 
view made public bere last night by 
the federal reserve bank of Kansas 
City. 
The volume of wholesale and 
retail trade exceeds that of last year, 
the report asserts. 
Building operations in the district 
are reported at the highest peak of 
record, with 
extensive 
public im* 
pfovements in progress in nearly all 
sections. 
Labor is declared to be 
more fully employed than for several 
months, with an actual storage re­ 
ported in some sections. The review 
notes that advances In wages have 
been announced in some lines of in­ 
dustry. 
Farm operations are declared to 
have 
been 
somewhat 
retarded 
throughout the tenth district by ab­ 
normally low 
temperatures 
during 
the latter part of March and in early 
April. 
The review reports manufacturing 
proceeding at an "exceptionally high 
rae of activity,” meat packing oper­ 
ations larger than a year ago, flour 
milling about normal and activities in 
the lead and zinc mining fields as­ 
suming high record proportions. Soft 
coal mining is reported restricted "to 
a considerable 
extent” 
by lack of 
market demand. Crude oil continues 
to flow- at a high daily average and 
activity in 
field developments is 
ahead of last year, according to the

front last night, was killed in the 
class rush. Chief of Police Leggett 
of Evanston declared today. 
“Mount’s body was carried to the 
pier after his death and buried 
beneath heavy stones,” Chief Leg­ 
gett said. “There could be no other 
explanation of the presence there 
of his skeleton. 
“It Is likely that Mount was ac­ 
cidentally killed during the class 
war In September, 1921, and that 
his body was hidden by students.” 
Both arms and hands, one foot 
and one lower leg, are missing, the 
chief said, and the pier beneath 
which the skeleton was discovered, 
is being guarded by police until a 
complete search can be finished. 
Chief of Police Leggett and Pres­ 
ident Walter Dill Scott of the uni­ 
versity met to arrange for the in­ 
quest tomorrow. 
Besides the skeleton, identified by 
the boy’s mother through a belt 
buckle and fragments of a coat, the 
chiel exhibit for the Inquest is a 
piece of rope about three feet long, 
found by the body. 
Students en­ 
gaged In the class rush of 1921, 
said today it was similar to the 
ropes given scores of underclass 
men for use in tying the hands and 
feet of members of their opponents.

Near the bones were found a sil­ 
ver belt buckle bearing the initials 
“L.M.” a piece of rope, a scrap of 
canvas and pieces of cloth.

arms and one foot is missing. 
The pier is walled on three sides 
and police say that precluded the 
possibility that the body might have 
been washed underneath by the lake 
waters .

New Jersey. All valued at approxi­ 
mately $25,000. In addition she 
is 
allowed to have use of the residence 
at 4528 Maryland avenue, until the 
settlement of the estate and during 
that time she is to receive $100 a 
month for Its upkeep. 
Each of the other servants in the 
home, the number not being mention­ 
ed in the will, will receive $100.

SUPREME COURT 
TO PASS ON HIGH 
SCHOOL BONDS 


Sale To Follow After De­ 
cision Expected To Be 
Given May 8. 


Decision on the validity of the- 
school bonds for $500,000 recently 
voted by the people of the Sedalia 
school district for the construction 
of a High school and improvements 
on the Summit school is expected to 
be rendered by the Supreme Court 
on May 8. The matter has been tak-* 
en to the courts for the purpose of 
clearing away any. question that the 
buyers of this class of bonds may 
have as to their legality. 
A friend 
ly suit was started in 
the 
Pettis 
county court to pave the way for this 
decision. 
Judge Hoffman rendered 
a decision declaring the bonds to be 
valid .and this was appealed to the 
Supreme Court for a final decision, 
and the case set for May 8. 
At first there was no question as 
to the legality of the bonds, and in 
the opinion of competent attorneys 
there should be none now, but bond 
houses who were negotiating 
for 
the purchase of these securities sud­ 
denly raised the question and a firm 
of Chicago lawyers decided that the 
matter should 
be tested 
in 
the 
courts. 
The question raised is merely % 1 
technical one and is based upon tho 
fact that the bond issue voted was 
a blanket one, involving two differ­ 
ent projects, the High school and tho 
Summit school, one a new; the otber 
a remodeling one, and the Chicago 
attorneys hold that this technicality 
affects the validity of the securities. 
Until a decision is rendered noth­ 
ing will be done, or can be 
done, 
toward the sale o: the bonds and tho 
school board can take no steps to­ 
ward beginning building ^ ra tio n s . 
But it Is expected that bonds will be 
sold and work immediately begun as 
soon as a favorable decision is reach­ 
ed of which there seems to be very 
little question.

Louis, who is a member of the re­ 
organization committee of the Den­ 
ver and Rio Grande* and who form­ 
erly was receiver of the Little Rock, 
Hot Springs and Texas Railroad, as­ 
serted the proposal would violate the 
transportation act, and would be con­ 
trary to the edict of congress in the 
act, which he said provides for com­ 
petition as free and fully as possible. 
He attributed development of the 
southwest largely to fre competition 
among the railroads, adding that con­ 
solidation would retard 
their own 
development.

Entrance To Jail Forced 
\V ith Use Of Torch 
Hammer And Chisel 


COLUMBIA, Mo., Sunday Morning, 
April 29.— Charles T. Scott, a negro, 
identified by Miss Ragina Almstedt 
as the negro who attempted to as­ 
sault her a week ago, was hanged by 
an infuriated mob at a viaduct over 
tho 
Missouri-Kansas-Texas 
railway 
tracks early this morning. 
The mob gathered quietly during 
tile early part of the night and at 
32:30 o ’clock proceeded to the jail. 
where with blow torch, hammer and 
chisel they forced entrance. 
The mob, fifteen hundred in num­ 
ber, had a rope and after securing 
the negro led him several blocks dis­ 
tant from the jail to the scene of the 
hanging, which was near the spot 
where the negro was alleged to have 
lured the girl. 
A tw enty foot rope was used in 
the execution and on reaching the 
Viaduct one end of the rope w'as fas­ 
tened securely to it and the other 
about the victim ’s neck. 
Scott was 
then pushed off, 
his 
n evi 
being 
broken in the drop. 
There was no great excitem ent and 
no shots were fired by any of the 
mob members. 
In their, visit to the jail officials 
tried to persuade the mob to dis­ 
perse, but its members seem ed de­ 
termined and quickly overcame any 
resistance that was offered. 
Prof. H. B. Almstedt, father of the 
girl, followed the mob as it left the 
jail pleading with it to spare the ne­ 
gro’s life. 
The mob laughed and 
jeered. 
A few suggested that the 
professor he hanged, it was said.

REVILING THE TREATY.

• 
decent weeks have seen a decided rival 
ofithe outcry against the Versailles Treaty. 
P l i a b l y this is largely due to the fact that 
France has undertaken to enforce the trea- 
tyjin a way which many people deprecate 
very strongly. 
This action 
of 
France is 
likely 
to 
have 
serious 
consequences 
for 
Great 
Britain, 
or 
at 
least 
to 
confront her with very grave problems, and 
so;it is in Great Britain especially that the 
now outcry against the treaty is observ­ 
able. Yet many of the Englishmen who are 
now denouncing the pact favored it strong­ 
ly at the time when it was ratified by Great 
Britain. 
To suggest at that time in Britain 
that the treaty was too harsh was to risk 
political 
annihilation. 
Indeed, 
Lloyd 
George, now the most outspoken critic of 
the French policy, then felt obliged to go 
abiout the country insisting that Germany 
be made to pay to the last mark or farthing 
and promising that she would be made to 
pay- 
People forget facts of this sort. 
They 
forget that at the time of the Paris confer­ 
ence public 
feeling 
in Great Britain, in 
Italy, in America was not what it is today. 
They forget how intense that feeling was; 
and-they blame the diplomats, the premiers 
arwLthe presidents for 
drawing a treaty 
that was not in all its provisions liberal and 
enlightened, when, as a matter of fact, if 
such, a treaty had been drawn, it would 
have been rejected by the people of the vic­ 
torious countries and the men responsible 
forJt would have been driven from office. 
iThe New York Times, 
which 
was an 
earnest supporter 
of 
the 
League, notes 
with interest the case of Bruce Bliven, “a 
liberal in good standing/' who now asks his 
fdlow-liberals to state just what they mean 
when they call the Versailles Treaty and 
its companion 
treaties 
“poison 
pacts.” 
BEven (we quote the Times) “ventures to 
empress as his own 
opinion 
that a good 
mfcny of the troubles of Europe are due to 
the war rather than the peace; that the 
terms of the treaties were a compromise be­ 
tween what could 
be 
accomplished and 
what excite nations insisted must be ac­ 
complished; 
that 
most 
of the fourteen 
paints were fulfilled; and that it is doubt­ 
ful! if a conference on revision, today, might 
not make matters worse.” 
:This sound common 
sense 
encourages 
the hope that the present storm against the 
treaty will be followed by a reaction and a 
return to a more Tactical and reasonable 
vifew# 


ous significance for Mr. Harding and for 
his world court 
plan, 
and so it certainly 
would have if Lodge were something more 
than a figurehead. But the chairman of 
the foreign relations committee of the sen­ 
ate is a 
person 
of comparatively 
little 
weight in American 
politics at present. 
Even in the League of Nations fight, when 
for so long a time he was so prominently 
before the public, he was in reality nothing 
more than a sort of shuttlecock and per­ 
mitted the bitter-enders, a comparatively 
small minority, to drive him wherever they 
wanted him, and since then his attempts at 
leadership in the senate have been such 
pitiable failures that what little prestige 
and influence he still enjoyed in the party 
councils has 
pretty 
well 
vanished alto­ 
gether. 
Moreover, as remarked at the outset, Mr. 
Lodge is wily if he is nothing else, 
and 
though his unnecessarily lengthy statement 
has all the appearance of a threat to Mr. 
Harding, he is careful to arrange things so 
that he can jump either way when the time 
comes for jumping. 
The senate, he says, 
the infallible, all-powerful, eagle-eyed sen­ 
ate, will pass upon Mr. Harding's plan and 
decide what is to be done about it, and he 
implies that if Mr. Harding 
is 
good and 
listens respectfully to what the senate says 
and bows obediently to its wishes, maybe 
“a satisfactory adjustment will be reach­ 
ed.” 
It is to be noted, however, that his 
idea of a satisfactory adjustment is appar­ 
ently the 
practical 
substitution 
for Mr. 
Harding's court or some other court which 
has nothing to do with the horrid League 
of Nations. 
Mr. Lodge’s statement, though it will get 
considerable publicity, is not likely to af­ 
fect the situation profoundly, but in so far 
as his statement does not affect it, the ef­ 
fect will not be conducive to a harmonious 
gathering together of the republican ac­ 
tions under the leadership which Mr. Har­ 
ding has asserted. 
Of little weight in the 
party councils, Mr. Lodge may, neverthe­ 
less, be made use of again by the bitter­ 
enders who will 
perhaps seize 
upon his 
statement and use it to some effect in stir­ 
ring agitation among the people. 
Though 
official Washington knows better, the le­ 
gend that Lodge is a great man still per­ 
sists in some quarters, and abler men than 
he may utilize his words to make trouble 
for Mr. Harding and his world court pro­ 
posal in the country at large. 


FISH AND STOCKTON.

When Stuyvesant Fish died, some days 
ago, he left a will which said that he gave 
nothing to charity, 
because 
he was con­ 
vinced that '‘charitable bequests afford the 
testator a means of gratifying his vanity at 
the expense of his heirs.” 
When Robert H. Stockton of St. Louis 
died last Friday, he left a will bequeathing 
almost all of a $2,000,000 estate to public 
purposes. 
Mow many people will accept the Stuy­ 
vesant Fish estimate of humanity as the 
measure of Robert H. Stockton's attitude 
toward his fellow men? 
It would be illuminating to go back into 
the careers of the two men, and find out 
how much quiet philanthropy each man en­ 
gaged in, without any bid for public notice. 
The Star happens to know, but not from 
any publicity given it, that the life of Mr. 
Stockton has been rich in helpfulness. He 
was a man of the finest spirit, the most 
generous impulses, 
and 
so 
self-effacing 
that he never sought the ordinary agencies 
to a quick popularity or prominence.

Three meals a day were the cus­ 
tom in Roman times, the same as 
nowadays. 
The first meal had a long 
name 
(“ientaculum”) which we need 
not 
worry about. 
It was the same as 
our breakfast, being eaten a short 
while after a person arose. 
Usually 
It was very simple—just bread dip­ 
ped in wine or sprink’ed with salt. 
Sometimes raisins or olives 
were 
eaten with the bread. 
Workingmen led a rushing 
life. 
Often they were to be seen eating 
their breakfast of bread on the way j 
to work. 
School children sometimes 
bought pancakes on their way to or j 
from school. 
The second meal was the chief 
one in the country regions. 
In the 
cities, on tha other hand, the second 
meal was only a cold luncheon. 
It 
wa i served a little after 
l l in the 
morning. 
When it was over, every­ 
one sat down or slept for an hour or 
•I m w + 
The third meal in the cities 
was 
the same as what we call “dinner.” 
Vegetables, 
fish. 
ggs, 
meat 
and 
fruits were served. 
The Romans took on a Greek cus- 
t>m of lying down at their meals. 
The Latin 
name 
for 
dining-room 
meant 
“three-couch 
place.** 
That 
was 
because 
there 
were 
usually 
three couches around the table. 
At the dinner, the 
rich 
Roman 


was always to be seen lying on his 
side, facing the table, while he ate 
or drank wine. 
The wine w*>3 by 
custom mixed with water. Drinking 
horns shaped something like an ice­ 
cream cone were often used. 
There 
was a little hole at the small end;

when this was uncorked, the wine 
dropped into the m an’s mouth. 
Women were sometimes allowed to 
lie down while eating, but children 
were supposed always to “sit up at 
table.*’ 
In wealthy households two or three

Early turnips and green peas. ma­ 
turing at the same time, provide ma­ 
terial for an attractive d!sh. 
Boil 
the 
turnips 
whole 
until 
tender. 
Scoop out the center and fill with 
green peas, cutting the bottom 
of 
the turnip square so it will stand up­ 
right. 
Fill the hollow with green 
peas, placing a few peas about the 
turnip in the dish. 
Pour hot cream 
and butter over the combination. 
Turnip s*eds for a crop to ma- 
1 lure with the peas should he sown 
as soon as the ground can be work* 
I cd. 
They should be thinned early to 
6 inches apart to secure fast growth. 
Sow tho seed thinly and half an inch 
deep, and give them at least 18 inch­ 
es apart in the rows. Tomato plants 
may be set at three foot intervals 
I between the rows to take the place 
of the turnips when they are harvest- 
I ed and allow ed to grow along with­ 
out interfering 
with 
the 
turnips. 
Cultivate frequently. 
These early season white turnips 
grown rapidly are usually of 
finer 
( quality, milder in flavor and tender­ 
er of flesh than the late maturing 
crop for winter use. 
The turnip is 
not grown as frequently for an early 


1 crop as it deserves, usually 
being 
planted in July 
and 
broadcasted 
then. 
The old broadcasting method 
is a waste of seed and ground space 
for a very considerable portion 
of 
the seed thus sown will not produce 
plants with roots worth pulling as 
they will not have room to develop. 


The turnip tikes rich, well worked 
soil with commercial fertilizer 
ap­ 
plied from time to time sparingly if 
the poll has not been previously well 
manured. The tops of early turnips 
make excelent greens having much 
the same flavor as mustard. 
The 
thinning of turnips is perhaps more 
important than that of other root 
crops as the plants will soon be a dis 
appointment if left crowded and will 
not do themselves justice when giv­ 
en space later. 
They 
should 
be 
thinned as soon as they are up far 
enough to develop their second leav­ 
es, taking out the weaker appearing 
seedlings. 
Too late thinning is one 
of the causes of strong, woody roots 
in the matured vegetable. 
It must 
have fast, unchecked growth to be 
mild and tender. 


If your lettuce patch has heavy 
soil, work in a good supply of sand. 
It will speed growth and make heads 
quicker and more surely. 


An old-time test for onion 
seed 
works pretty well. 
If the seed is 
doubtful, put in a pan of water. The 
seed that sinks is good and that 
which floats is worthless. 


Soak spinach seeds in warm water 
for a few hours if you have delayed 
getting it into tho 
ground. 
The 
soaking will speed up germination. 
Sow turnip seeds after a rain, and 
cover very lightly. Tread them in.

FOODS T H A T ARE GOOD 


'T 'O BE healthy and wise the fam- 
fly should have onions in some 
form served twice a week at least. 
The following dish is delicious: 
Stuffed Onions.—Use the large, 
mild southern onion if possible, if 
not, large native onions. 
Peel six 
and cook in boiling salted water un­ 
til nearly done, cool a little, cut a 
slice from the end of each and 
! scoop out the center. 
Chop three- 
fourtiis of a cupful of pecan m eats; 
stir in three-fourths of a cupful of 
bread crumbs, one-third of a cups­ 
ful of melted butter, one-half tea­ 
spoonful of salt, one tablespoonful 
of chopped parsley and pepper to 
taste. 
Fill the onions and place in 
a buttered baking dish, pour in a 
cupful of hot water and bake in a 
moderate oven one-half hour, bast­ 
ing occasionally with butter and 
hot water. 
When ready to serve 
pour over a half cupful of cream 
or a cupful of rich white sauce. 
Franconia 
Potatoes.—Pare 
the 
potatoes and boil ten minutes in 
salted water. 
Drain the potatoes 
and place in the pan with a roast 
forty-five minutes before the meat 
is done. 
Baste frequently to brown 
the potatoes. 
Potatoes served in 
this manner are good with any kind 
of a roast, but a beef roast is espe­ 
cially good. 
Bread Pudding.—Spread slices of 
bread with butter and any liked 
jam, place in a baking dish and 
pour over a p’nt of hot grape juice. 
Cover with chopped nuts and serve, 
after baking, either hot or cold with 
a costard or whipped cream. 
Carrots 
With 
Peas.—Cut 
into 
half-inch cubes enough carrots to 
make two cupfuls and cook fifteen 
minutes in boiling water. 
Drain 
and while still hot add one-third of 
a cupful of butter; shake well so 
that 
each 
piece is 
well-covered 
with butter, then add one-third of 
a cupful of granulated sugar mixed 
with a tablespoonful of fresh mint, 
finely chopped. 
Cook slowly until 
the carrots are tender and w'ell- 
glazed.
